WIFE’S DEATH 


Says Second Spouse 
Died a Suicide.

But investigation revealed that Stein- 
house could not have been concerned in 
the death of his first wife, Clara Pfeif- 
fer Steinhouse, who committed suicide 
by gas in Chicago three years ago. 
August Pfeiffer of 1252 Wrightwood 
avenue, father of the first Mrs. Stein- 
house, declared he had seen his daugh- 
ter alive five hours after the chirop- 
odist had left her on the evening of her 
death. 

The couple were estranged. 

Bares Suicide Note. 

In Tampa yesterday the coroner’s 
physician reported that the cause of 
death of the second Mrs. Steinhouse 
could be decided only after a chemical 
analysis has been made of the vital or- 
gans. 

The body was found Tuesday a short 
distance from her home in a pool of 
backwater from the Hillsborough river. 
It lay face downward, clad only in a 
kimono. To get to the backwater from 
her home Mrs. Steinhouse would have 
had to cross a rubbish dump. Yet her 
bare feet wefe unscratched, according 
to the coroner, and neither was water 
found in her lungs—a fact construed 
to mean that life was extinct before 
the body came to its resting place. 

After listening ag&in to the story of 
the husband Coroner Joseph A. Wil- 
liams and the jurors decided to adjourn 
the inquest until tomorrow. Stein- 
house was given his liberty. 

A suicide note alleged to have been 
written by his wife last Sunday, two 
days before her death, was revealed 
for the first time by Steinhouse at the 
inquest yesterday. He declared she 
had been of a religious turn of mind, 
had read the Bible for long periods, 
and had suffered from spells of melan- 
cholia. It was during one of these 
spells on Sunday, he said, that he 
found her yriting a letter to her

THIS BLACK CAT ” 
NO HOODOO; NETS 
$360,000 TO U. S. 


Dips Tail in Stolen 
Dyes; Traps Band. 


It was a black cat sporting an orange 
colored tail that saved the government 
$360,000 in German dyestuffs held as 
alien enemy property. 

This was revealed yesterday by 
Frank Stone, a special agent of the 
department of justice, following the 
arrest Wednesday of Adolph Widder, 
assistant treasurer of the Widder 
Chemical company of Brooklyn, in Chi- 
cago, and two other members of the 
firm in Patterson, N. J., on charges 
of receiving the dyestuffs after they 
had been stolen from government cus- 
tody. All the goods were recovered. 

The Great Cat Clew. 

,On July 8 the watchman of the Tex- 
tile Alliance, Inc., warehouse in Ho- 
boken was overpowered by four men, 
who stole 6,000 pounds of German dyes, 
valued at $50 a pound. 

Shortly after this a government 
agent working on the case noticed 
a black cat with an orange colored tail. 

“Curious,” he mused. “ Pussy inust 
have got her tail in a paint barrel.” 

“Here, pussy—pussy—pussy!” he 
called. And the cat permitted itself 
to be lured into his clutches. 

“Poor thing,” said the agent. 
ought to give you a bath.” 

Then something in the orange color 
that debked Pussy’s tail attracted his 
attention. 

“Looks like German dye!” he ex- 
claimed. 

He clipped a patch of fur, released 
the animal and followed it to a house 
on the edge of the city. Later when an 
analysis of the fur disclosed a strong 
percentage of German dye, govern- 
ment agents went to the house and 
arrested three men. As the fur was 
the only evidence found, the men were 
released, but the house was kept under 
surveillance. 

The vigil met its reward Wednesday 
in the seizure of the original trio as 
he and two other men in a touring 
car were caught convoying: a truck 
containing 3,000 pounds of the stolen 
dyes. A quick jump to Brooklyn re- 
sulted in the recovery of the other 
3,000 pounds. 

Where Pussy Came In. 

As to the cat’s entry into the case, it 
is believed the thieves took smal] quan- 
tities of the dye to the warehouse for 
examination by the mén who were 
figuring on buying the stolen goods 
and then the cat stuck its tail in the 
dye. - 

Widder and his star salesman, Sam- 
uel Weiss, waived examination when 
arraigned here before Commissioner 
Mason. They will be taken immediate- 
ly to New York. They had‘set up 4 
branch store here, where several 
pounds of the stolen dyes were found 
yesterday. Government agents believe 
the Widder company had purchased 
the stolen dyes and intended to set up 
brarich houses in different western 
cities to dispose of them.

DOCTOR ASSERTS 
OLIVE THOMAS 
NEAR DEATH 


{Chicago Tribuve Foreign News Service.] 
PARIS, Sept. 9.—In connection with 
the attempted suicide of his wife, 
Olive Thomas, Jack Pickford today 
gave out a bulletin signed by Dr. A. A. 
Worden, Prof. F. Widal of the Univer- 
sity of Paris, and Dr. Joseph Choate, 
as follows: 

“At 4 o'clock Sunday morning Miss 
Thomas took by mistake an alcoholic 
preparation containing twelve grams 
of bichloride of mercury. It is esti- 
mated she drank eight grams. Through 
her husband's efforts at first aid she 
still is alive. The effects of the poison- 
ing are rapid, owing to the alcoholic 
solution, causing the usual acute ne- 
phritis within twenty-four hours. 

“The first specimen showed two and 


the second and third, ten grams. Aft- 
erward the kidneys shut down and 
have been in complete suppression now 
for four days. Blood urea tests show 
three third grams.” 

Mr. Pickford made his wife drink 
thirty-two glasses of water, producing 
vomiting. 

Miss Thomas’ condition is most crit- 
iéal and Dr. Choate says death may 


come at any time. .

LONDON, Sept. 9%.—The United 
States armored cruiser Pittsburg is 
hard aground on the rocks off Libau, 
in the Baltic sea, according to a wire- 
less message received here. It is re- 
ported to be in @ dangerous position. 
Vice Admiral Harry McL. Huse, in 
command of the American squadron, 
is aboard. 


REPORTED TO WASHINGTON. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 9%-—The 
United States armored cruiser Pitts 
burg is aground in the Baltic sea 
three miles off Libau, on the coast of 
Courland. A report received at the 
navy department today from Vice Ad- 
miral Huse on board the Pittsburg 
did not indicate whether the vessel was 
in serious danger. | 
The report said the transport Fred. 
erick, now at Antwerp, had been or- 
dered to proceed to the assistance of 
the Pittsburg, after transferring to an- 
other transport its passengers, consist- 
ing chiefly of the navy Olympic team. 

Was Proceeding to Reval. 
No details of the cause of the Pitts- 
burg’s grounding were given in the re- 
port, nor was it indicated how long it 
had been aground. The’ cruiser was 
proceeding to Reval from Danzig, 
where it had recently been sent at the 
request of the state department. 
Marine charts show the existence of 
a rocky shoal near the entrance to Li- 
bau harbor, and it is presumed at the 
mavy department that the Pittsburg 
grounded on this shoal while proceed- 
ing along the coast. 

The Pittsburg is the flagship nt of 
Vice Admiral Huse, commander in 
chief of American naval forces in Eu- 
}ropean waters.

PARIS, Sept. 9.—The Roumanian 
government publishes a note seg to

Roumania declares it has 800,000, 
killed and dead from epidemics in pris- 
on camps and states Belgium, Italy, 
and the Serbs receive five to ten“times 
more reparations, but did not have pro- 
portionately bigger losses. 

The Bucharest government alleges

THE MAYOR’S TRACTION TALK 
BEARS FRUIT. 


‘Mayor Thompson’s vituperative attacks upon the 
public utilities commission have had at least one 
good result. They have prompted an investigation 
of the subject by the Western Society of Engineers. 
The results of this investigation wil! be of interest 


to voters who prefer to base their conclusions upon | 


the findings of a nonpartisan body of trained men 
rather than upon political claptrap. 

The results of the investigation are given in 
detail in a report of the public affairs committee, 
approved by the board of direction of the society. 
The report first explains the old system of grant- 
ing franchises and fixing rates of public utilities by 
bargaining between representatives of the corpora- 
tions and representatives of the city. Each sought 

. to drive a bargain. Neither justice nor economy 
was a paramount factor in this bargaining. The 
result was franchise and rate regulations which 
were influenced by cash consideration, political 

expediency, etc. If rates were fixed too low, they 
resulted necessarily in poor service. If rates were 
too high, they resulted in extravagance, corrup- 
tion, and generally evil political practices. In 
either evert the public suffered, directly or in- 
directly. 

It was to correct these evils that the commission 
was formed. It was provided for by a Democratic 
administration, and is now operated under a Re 
publican administration. It is bipartisan. It is de- 
signed to act as a third party, or judge, in nego- 
tiations between the city and the utility companies, 
in order that the evils of the old system can be 
avoided, It has so opeyated. The report says:

POLICE CALLED 
LAX IN HUNT FOR 
LAKE MURDERER 


Was a Suicide. | 


The homicide squad was criticised 
yesterday by Deputy Coroner Cc. F. 
Kennedy for alleged. inactivity in the 
case of an unidentified man whose body 


was recovered from the lake off Grant 
park on Aug. 13. The victim’s throat 
had been slashed from ear to ear, 
there were wounds on the abdomen, 
and marks on the wrist indicated his 
hands may have been bound with ropes. 
The jury returned a verdict of murder. 

The police were not present at the 
inquest. 

“We have been unable to get any 
results from the police whatever in 
this case,” said Deputy Coroner Ken- 
nedy, “ and the homicide squad gave us 
no assistance.” 


Claims Evidence of Suicide. 


Sergt. Norton of the homicide squad 
said his men kad unearthed evidence 
tending to show the. man committed 
suicide. He said Detective Sergeant 
Thomas Connolly had found several 
witnesses present when the body was 
recovered who testified a pocket knife 
was clenched in one of the man’s 
hands. The police theory is that the 
wounds on the abdomen were caused 
by a boat striking against the body in 
the water. 

No water was found in the lungs, 
however, showing the man was dead 
before he reached the water. The po- 
lice explain this by saying he com- 
mitted suicide and toppled into the 
lake. The jurors decided, however, 
that the victim himself could not have 
inflicted the wound in the throat with 
a pocket knife. 

Detective on Furlough. 
@Sergt. Norton explained Connolly’s 
absence from the inquest by the fact 
that the detective sergeant went on his 
furlough on Sept. 1. 

The victim was about 35 years old, 
of stout build and wore a gray suit 
and striped shirt purchased.in Minne- 
apolis. There was a gold watch, two 
gold rings and several Canadian and 
foreign coins in the clothing.

In honor of 
the event he decrees an amnesty which 
consists of payment being accepted for 
offenses committed and a pardon 
granted upon financial consideration. 
Mazurec.and Isaura’s father hasten to 
the castle, but they are poor and their 
offering is spurned. They see others 
obtain the clemency sought, but they

HAVE A BREAK

Higher prices for wheat and rye and 
lower prices for corn and oats were due 
to the coarse grains being sold on all 
bulges by leading interests, while the 


wheat was bought by the seaboard. 


rrees were highest early and lowest 
for corn and oats at the close, with corn 
1%c to 2c lower, December and oats un- 
changed for the day. In wheat there 
were gains of 1ic to 2c, March leading, 
and in rye advances of %c to 1%c. News 
was mainly bearish, the government re- 
port on corn and oats being especially so. 

A reduction of 25,000,000 bu in the 
spring wheat crop estimates by the gov- 
ernment report confirmed previous views 
of the trade and brought in more buying 
by commission houses and shorts. All 
the houses that have been active on the 
buying side of December had good buy- 
ing orders, and prices advanced 3%c to 
4c and closed at 2c to Mec under the. 
high point, with December at $2.47 to 


32.47%. 


Milling demand was good and Kansas 
City reported Texas millers after red 
wheat. Cash prices in all markets were 
stronger and higher and at the same time 
premiums at the seaboard were said to be 


lower than early in the week.
